Applicant Argues: 

Nasr does not augment the markup language to support variables of different data types contained in a query and further does 
not use variables in the query associated with a tag in the markup language. 

Examiner Responds: 

Examiner is not persuaded. Nasr clearly discloses augmenting the markup language to support the variables (Nasr: paragraph 
[0007], lines 7-23 and paragraph [0009], lines 1-4 and paragraph [0015] and paragraph [0065] and paragraph [0097] and paragraph 
[0098] and abstract). See at least, "These sequences contain a markup language pattern and an action; the action may include 
transforming the tags in the first markup language to tags in a different markup language" (Nasr: paragraph [0007]). Furthermore note, 
"The XML versions of articles are searched for the presence of specified search terms, if the web browser is compatible. If the web 
browser is not compatible, the XML results are converted to a compatible format. The XML results of these search requests can then be 
displayed on the client's console." (Nasr: paragraph [0097]). 

Nasr also discloses using variables in the query associated with a tag in the markup language (Nasr: paragraph [0065] and 
paragraph [0069] and paragraph [0070] and paragraph [0097] and paragraph [0098] and abstract). See at least, "The transformative 
engine uses the query engine to determine which nodes match the patterns in the XSL specification" (Nasr: paragraph [0070]). 

Based upon the above portions directly reproduced from the Nasr reference, it is clear that Nasr discloses augmenting the 
markup language to support the variables and using variables in the query associated with a tag in the markup language. Since it appears 
that each and every element of the Applicant's claimed invention is disclosed by the prior art of record, the rejections given in the 
Examiner's Final Office Action are sustained. 

Further consideration will be needed if prosecution of the instant applications to be continued. Any future amendments to the 
claims may or may not require a further search.. 
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
